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GEM OF A MOVE FOR DIAMOND BUS OWNER WITH TAKEOVER 



ROTALA, the owner of Black Coun¬ 
try-based Diamond Bus, is spending £1 
million on the takeover of Stourbridge firm 
Hansons. 

A second £lm takeover deal, for an un¬ 
named bus company in Manchester, is ‘at 
an advanced stage of negotiation’, says Ro- 
tala, while a pair of deals worth a total of 
£6.8m are also in the offing. 

The Hansons deal will see the Stour¬ 
bridge firm’s buses and operations move 
to nearby Rotola depots and the Hansons 
depot in Hayes Lane, Lye, will be sold off. 

Rotala is paying £575,000 to Hansons’ 
owners and the rest of the £lm will be used 
to pay for “necessary working capital and 
capital expenditure associated with the ac¬ 


quisition”. Hansons has assets of around 
£400,000 and generated £2m in revenue 
and £l.lm in gross profits in the year to the 
end of March. 

The firm started life back in the early 
1980s as a driver training operation origi¬ 
nally based in Wordsley, near Stourbridge. 
It was established by Margaret Hanson who 
had continued to run the business with her 
daughter, Louise, until the sale. 

It had transformed into a coach operator 
and then a bus business with around 25 ve¬ 
hicles. Hansons’ bus operations are continu¬ 
ing as normal following the takeover. 

Around 50 people work at the business 
and Rotala says the plan is to transfer them 
all across with no redundancies. 


Consultation with staff started on Fri¬ 
day and they will move to Rotala depots at 
Kidderminster or Tividale. Rotala, which 
is based in Tividale, says the deal makes it 
the second biggest bus operator in the West 
Midlands after National Express. 

The group has also announced the sale of 
5.8 million new shares to raise £2m to fund 
the takeover of Hansons (Wordsley) Ltd and 
the other unnamed privately owned bus 
company, and raising £1.5m to pay for fur¬ 
ther acquisitions ‘in the near to mid-term’. 
These include a larger bus company deal in 
Manchester and an airport-based hotel bus 
business. Rotala chairman John Gunn said: 
“The positive start to the year is testament 
to the progress that the group is making.”

Huge delays as M5 
works cause chaos 

COMMUTERS faced traffic chaos as the 
first week of major roadworks caused 
huge tailbacks. Drivers faced delays of 
more than half an hour on Monday, with 
the roadworks scheme on the M5 be¬ 
tween junctions one and two for West 
Bromwich and Oldbury also impacting on 
the Birmingham New Road, where delays 
stretched back to Tividale. 

The project to repair Oldbury viaduct 
has stepped up a gear, with a contraflow 
system now in place. All traffic has been 
moved onto the northbound carriageway 
between junctions one and two, with two 
lanes running in each direction. 

The motorway has also been cut to two 
lanes from junction three at Halesowen.

THE chief executive of Sandwell’s NHS trust has apolo¬ 
gised after it was revealed that more than 18,000 hospital 
patients were left waiting in A&E for more than four hours 
during the first six months of 2017. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust has failed to 
meet the nationwide target on A&E waiting times for the past two years 
and is continuing to struggle to get patients seen on time, although 


bosses have targeted reaching the ! 

However, figures show the problem has 
got worse over the past 12 months, with 
double the amount of patients waiting 
more than four hours in May and June 
compared to the same period in 2016. 

Just 83 per cent of patients were treated 
within four hours in June - well below the 
95 per cent target. 

Health chiefs are aiming to reach 90 per 
cent by September and the 95 per cent 
NHS benchmark by next March. 

Trust chief executive Toby Lewis said: “I 
apologise to patients who do spend longer 
with us than we would want, as we con¬ 
tinue to prioritise patients based wholly on 
clinical need. 

“We have put in place considerable ef¬ 
forts to reduce waiting times in A&E and 
in the last few weeks we have seen sus¬ 
tained improvement. However, we still fall 
short of our aim to cut by 50 the number of 
people waiting too long each day. 

“We have seen a rise in the number of 
people attending our departments but we 
want to plan for that and meet need even 
when that happens. 

“In the next few weeks a significant 
number of additional appointment slots 
with local general practice will be opened, 
which we very much hope will help to

reduce the pressure on A&E and offer pa¬ 
tients a more suitable model of care for their 
needs.” 

Figures showed a total of 18,119 people 
had waited more than four hours to be seen 
at Sandwell and City Hospitals up to July 
this year. 

And the problem has not got better since 
the end of the winter period, a notoriously 
difficult time for hospitals. 

The number of patients kept waiting over 
four hours climbed to a year high of 3,549 in 
May, falling slightly to 3,014 in June. That 
compares with 1,625 in June 2016. 

Mr Lewis said waiting times were ‘longer 
than we would all want’ but that he was 
confident the issue would be addressed. 

He said steps had already been taken to 
improve the situation, including increasing 
the amount of senior staff working up to 
10pm. 

Mr Lewis has been unequivocal over the 
need for change on waiting times, telling 
board members recently that ‘we need to 
make it unacceptable and have a need to 
focus on that target’.

FAMILY’S JOY AT 
SOS SUCCESS 
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Woman who helped murderers jailed 



Sentence - Selina Simms 


A WOMAN who helped two men con¬ 
victed for murdering Birmingham teen 
Kenichi Phillips to evade justice has been 
jailed for three years. 

Selina Simms is the mother of Disharn 
Downie, 19, and partner of Isaiah Wright- 
Young, 37, who are both serving life sen¬ 
tences for shooting Kenichi as he sat in 
a car in St Marks Crescent, Ladywood in 
March 2016. 

Downie was convicted and jailed in 
November 2016, but Wright-Young went 
into hiding and was found in Dudley 


seven months later. He was jailed in April 
earlier this year. 

Simms, aged 42 from Gravel Bank, 
Bartley Green, stood trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court where she was found guilty 
of two counts of assisting an offender. 

Over the six day trial, the jury heard 
how Simms used several different un¬ 
registered mobile phones following the 
murder of Kenichi to stay in touch with 
her son and partner to impede their ap¬ 
prehension. She was present as they pre¬ 
pared to go on the run and there is clear 


evidence of contact between the three of 
them in the days and weeks following the 
murder. 

Det Insp Jim Munro, said: “This is an¬ 
other victory in the hunt to bring all those 
connected to the death of Kenichi Phillips 
to justice. Kenichi was just 18-years-old 
with his whole life before him when he 
died. His family have been through two 
trials to see his murderers brought to jus¬ 
tice. Guns have no place on our streets.” 

Simms was convicted and sentenced at 
Birmingham Crown Court last Tuesday. 


Blaze could have been 
next Grenfell - tenant 


TERRIFIED tenants escaped through 
windows as a block of flats was en¬ 
gulfed by flames - with one resident 
saying, ‘this could have been another 
Grenfell’. 

Eight people were rescued from the 
building on St Mark’s Road, Tipton, and 
around 40 were evacuated. 

Residents trapped inside climbed down ladders 
put under windows by firefighters. A dramatic 
image showed smoke pouring into the sky as rag¬ 
ing flames spread up the side of the Greenlawns 
block. A schoolboy was arrested on Friday, on 
suspicion of starting the blaze. Residents gath¬ 
ered on the street and several roads were closed 
after the fire started at around 10pm on Thurs¬ 
day. 

All tenants managed to get out of the build¬ 
ing. Paramedics treated a man and a woman for 
smoke inhalation and no-one else was hurt. 

A mother of three, who gave her name as Kez, 
said she feared mass casualties similar to the 
Grenfell Tower blaze in London. 

The 32-year-old said: “This fire could have 
turned out like the Grenfell Tower. I can’t go 
back into the flat because of the damage.” 

Traumatised 

Mother-of-two Christine Borton, aged 43, lives 
in a neighbouring block. 

She said she saw a woman looking out of a win¬ 
dow of the affected building, as the fire burned 
above her. She said: “It brought back memories 
of Grenfell. I’m really traumatised and shaken.” 

Janice Smith, the freeholder of the flat, told of 
chaos as tenants fled. She said: “I’m so thankful 
nobody got hurt. Buildings can be put right, but 
lives can’t. There was around six or seven fire 
engines, ambulances, everybody came out.” 

Three tenants slept at Tipton Sports Academy, 
while others stayed with friends and family. West 
Midlands Police said a 16-year-old boy had been 
arrested on suspicion of arson. 

A total of 28 firefighters tackled the blaze. 
Andy Smith, station commander at West Brom¬ 
wich fire station, said: “The front section of the 
block, the part looking from the road, is unaf¬ 
fected. We have got people back in those nine 
flats there.” Sandwell Council leader Steve Eling 
said: “Council officers were at the scene helping 
with evacuating and supporting residents.”

The victim was hit by a car and ended 
up under the bus. Mr Johnson, a driver 
in Perry Barr, crawled underneath and 
looked after the youngster until the par¬ 
amedics arrived. 

He said: “He had some 
serious injuries, but I 
just kept him distracted 
- talking about football 
and music until the am¬ 
bulance arrived. 

“I just acted instinc¬ 
tively and did what any 
parent would do for a 
child in distress. I know 
that all of my colleagues 
would have done the 
same. The great news is that he has 
since gone on to make a full recovery.” 

David Jamieson, the West Midlands 
Police & Crime Commissioner, pre¬ 
sented Mr Johnson with the award. He 
said: “My awards are an opportunity to 
highlight some truly exceptional peo¬ 
ple.” 

Madi Pilgrim, director of HR for Na¬ 
tional Express, said: “Everyone at Na¬ 
tional Express is very proud of Desmond. 
He kept calm and did the right thing.”

The BID will be run by traders and 
be led by a controlling committee to 
enable traders to have more control 
over the town development and pro¬ 
vide them with cash to fund projects.

Postcode lottery on life expectancy 


LONG-TERM unemployment, rates 
of diabetes, proportions of obese 
children and life expectancy; when it 
comes to your health in the West Mid¬ 
lands and Staffordshire, it is a lottery 
depending on where you live. 

As a Sand well or Wolverhampton 
resident, you are twice as likely to be 
unemployed long-term, than those in 
Staffordshire. 

While if you live in Walsall, you 
are more likely to have diabetes than 
anywhere else in Black Country. 
The information comes from health 
profiles for each area published by 


Public Health England. They show 
an inequality in health depending 
where people live. In Dudley, where 
life expectancy for men ranged almost 
10 years across the borough, seven 
years for women, the council has been 
tasked with encouraging a healthy 
weight for residents and reducing the 
impact of poverty. 

Public Health England has recently 
produced health profiles for each bor¬ 
ough including Sand well. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan, 
Sandwell Council’s public health and 
protection chief, said: “There is a lot 


in the profiles for us to celebrate. 

“Our infant mortality rate (babies 
that die before the age of one) is lower 
this year than previous years. The 
council has worked in collaboration 
with Sandwell and West Birmingham 
NHS Trust to improve our offer to 
pregnant smokers and to families with 
young children. 

“Teenage pregnancy in Sandwell 
continues to drop and is falling faster 
than the rest of the country and the 
number of new sexually transmitted 
infections has also fallen since last 
year. The council has improved access 


to young people’s contraceptive and 
sexual health advice. 

“However, we know we have a real 
challenge around obesity. The per¬ 
centage of both adults and children 
who are overweight is higher than the 
rest of the country and has increased 
even more this year. The council’s 
public health department has been 
working in collaboration with schools 
to reduce the amount of sugar that 
children eat and drink at school and 
to increase physical activity.”

Have-a-go hero martial 
arts expert foiled raid 


A HAVE-A-GO hero bravely 
snatched a hammer from a hood¬ 
ed robber’s grip to foil a raid at a 
Wednesbury bank. 

Om Bhatia tackled drug addict Brian 
Maughan to the floor, forcing the weapon 
from his hand. 

The martial arts expert, who runs Walsall 
DIY in West Bromwich Street, is set to receive 
£200 for taking on the crook at Wednesbury’s 
Lloyds Bank. 

Sitting at Birmingham Crown Court, Judge 
Paul Farrer QC praised the father-of-four, say¬ 
ing: “He acted in an extremely courageous way 
and placed himself in considerable personal 
risk. He deserves recognition for that.” 

Maughan was locked up for six years for rob¬ 
bing the Walsall Street branch as well as Lad¬ 
brokes at The Arcadian, Birmingham. 

The court heard the robber strolled into the 
bank in a grey hooded jacket, before threat¬ 
ening branch manager Elaine Grimley while 
brandishing the claw hammer. 

Counter 

The 26-year-old forced her to hand over £300 
before demanding more cash from the petrified 
woman on April 27. 

Mr Bhatia, who was standing at the coun¬ 
ter, then bravely jumped in and wrestled the 
weapon away from the unsuspecting criminal 
before other onlookers tripped Maughan up. 
Customers then pounced on Maughan as he 
tumbled to the ground, managing to hold him 
down until police arrived, prosecutor Mr Rich¬ 
ard Franck said. 

Ms Grimley revealed the robbery had left 
staff at the branch ‘shocked’. 

Maughan, who had committed 109 offences, 
also terrified a Ladbrokes employee, ambush¬ 
ing them while they were cashing-up on De¬ 
cember 27 last year. 

The knife-wielding robber hurled abuse at 
the staff member, demanding cash and threat¬ 
ening to ‘slice’ him. 

Maughan, of no fixed abode, managed to flee 
the betting shop with £1,000. Defence barris¬ 
ter Miss Sharonjit Bahia said Maughan was 
remorseful. He admitted two counts of robbery.

Four in five happy 
with rail journey 

MORE than four in five rail passen¬ 
gers in the West Midlands are satis¬ 
fied with their journeys, according to 
a new survey. 

Some 92 per cent of users said they 
were satisfied with Virgin Trains’ 
service and 84 per cent with London 
Midland - slightly higher than the na¬ 
tional average. 

Overall 83 per cent of people were 
satisfied with their last train journey 
according to Transport Focus’ spring 
survey of 27,000 passengers. 

This is an increase of three per cent 
compared with the same period last 
year and is the joint-highest figure 
since autumn 2012. 

More students are 
proving first class 

UNIVERSITIES across the West Mid¬ 
lands have seen a rise in the number 
of students gaining first class degrees. 

Data from the Higher Education 
Statistics Agency found that the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton has seen 
the biggest rise in figures.

Across the UK the proportion of 
first class degrees being handed out 
has soared, with a third of institutions 
now grading at least one in four with 
a top honour.

Tears and cheers as 
DIY SOS project ends

THERE was not a dry eye in 
sight, as crowds gathered to 
see a Black Country witness 
their new-look home trans¬ 
formed by the DIY SOS team 
and an army of volunteers. 

Builders, brickies, electricians, 
plumbers, painters and decorators 
were among the 300 workmen who 
transformed the modest West Brom¬ 
wich two-bed home after hearing of the 
sudden death of young mother Crystal 
Chambers. 

Crystal died in October 2015 aged 
32 after being diagnosed with terminal 
cancer just weeks beforehand, leaving 
behind two young children Deago, nine 
and Ameira, three. Without home in¬ 
surance, or owning a home, her chil¬ 
dren were left in the care of Crystal’s 
grieving mother, Sandra. 

Cramped 

They then moved in with Sandra 
and her 19-year-old son, Ziggy, in the 
cramped house in Livingstone Road. 

But since the arrival of the DIY 
SOS team a two-storey extension has 
been built - to give an extra upstairs 
bedroom and more space in Sandra’s - 
along with dining space for the family 
and a downstairs toilet. 

The family were over the moon to see 
the results of the nine-day project. 

The back garden has also been trans¬ 
formed with an artificial surface for the 
children to play on and the front drive 
has been landscaped and paved. 

Sandra, who has worked in care 
for most of her life, said: “I am abso¬ 
lutely overwhelmed. I can’t express my 
thanks and gratitude to the members 
of the team and all the community for 
what they have done. If Crystal could 
see this she would love it.” 

Presenter Nick Knowles, who said: 
“We could not have done a build for a 
more deserving family.”

Reprieve on 
holidays to 
Tunisia with 
changeover 

UK TOUR operators can resume sell¬ 
ing holidays in Tunisia for the first 
time since the Sousse massacre after 
the Government changed its travel 
advice. 

The Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office (FCO) has advised against all 
but essential visits to the country for 
the past two years following the June 
2015 beach attack in which 30 Brit¬ 
ons - including three members of the 
same Black Country family - were 
killed. 

Joel Richards, 19, his uncle Adrian 
Evans, and grandfather Patrick Evans 
were all murdered at the resort. 

The FCO announced last Wednes¬ 
day that it has withdrawn the advice 
for the capital Tunis and major tour¬ 
ist resorts. 

The UK continues to advise against 
‘all travel’ and ‘all but essential 
travel’ to some areas of the country, 
including those nearer the Libyan 
border. 

A statement posted on Facebook by 
the Smile for Joel charity, which was 
set up by Joel’s mother Suzy Evans, 
said: “The travel advice [has] changed 
for Tunisia from ‘all but essential 
travel’ to ‘check before travel’. 

“It’s still very important for the 
public to understand that green (for 
any country) does not mean ‘safe to 
go’, it means no embargo and check 
before travel. 

“Lots of mixed feelings about this 
news, especially knowing that tour 
operators still do not audit hotels on 
their security procedures. 

“All we can hope is that the Govern¬ 
ment and the travel industry have put 
‘safety before a sale’.”

BBC presenter Jenny Wilkes hosted 
Birmingham County Football Associa¬ 
tion’s annual awards at St Andrew’s.

Mindless killer gets life 
for brutal attack on bus

A MINDLESS and dangerous criminal 
has been taken off the streets said de¬ 
tectives praising the life sentence of 
killer on the bus Kieran Gillespie. 

He must serve a minimum of 26 years 
for the murder of Leon Barrett-Hazle, from 
Smethwick, with a pair of scissors on the No 
11A bus. 

Det Insp Warren Hines said: “This was a com¬ 
pletely mindless killing of a man who had done 
nothing out of the ordinary, the ferocity of the at¬ 
tack coupled with Gillespie’s nonchalant actions in 
the aftermath were particularly troubling. 

“My abiding hope is that Leon’s family find some 
small comfort in today’s conviction and that the 
people of Birmingham feel reassured that a really 
dangerous, unstable individual is off the streets.” 

Gillespie, aged 26, was convicted of murder fol¬ 
lowing a week and a half long trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court. Gillespie, from Wellesbourne Road, 
Handsworth, was sentenced to life in prison. 

Argument 

Gillespie got on the No 11A bus at Perry Barr 
on January 23 and went upstairs, where Mr Bar¬ 
rett-Hazle was already sitting, the court heard. 

Words were exchanged and Gillespie got out of 
his seat and went up to Mr Barrett-Hazle, where 
there was a short argument before Gillespie 
stabbed the victim multiple times. Gillespie then 
walked off the bus, while other passengers ran to 
Mr Barrett-Hazle’s aid and alerted the driver. 

He then walked back onto the bus to retrieve his 
baseball bat, before calmly walking away. 

Despite emergency CPR given to the victim at 
the scene, he died from his injuries. 

Mr Barrett-Hazle’s family paid tribute to him 
after Thursday’s sentencing by saying they had 
been left devastated by the loss of a ‘wonderful, 
warm, kind, generous of heart and much loved’ 
family man. A post mortem revealed the fatal stab 
wound was to his neck. 

Police immediately launched a major man hunt 
and released CCTV images of the offender who had 
been caught on CCTV installed on the bus. As a 
result Gillespie was identified and on January 25 
handed himself into police. The court heard how 
he had lashed out after ‘seeing red’.

WARLEY MP John Spellar has 
backed a campaign to help protect el¬ 
ephants from slaughter for the illegal 
ivory trade. 

Members of the public are being 
invited to surrender their own ivory 
which will be destroyed as part of a 
campaign to close the UK’s ivory 
market and save elephants from the 
threat of extinction. 

The scheme is being run by the In¬ 
ternational Fund for Animal Welfare

tic ban on the ivory trade. 

Labour MP Mr Spellar said: “I am 
very pleased to support this important 
IFAW initiative.”

Website may say dry but really it’s chucking it down 


Electric 
cars can 
lead to 
problems 

SHOWING that it hasn’t lost its knack for 
capturing the public mood and getting to 
grips with the burning subject that is on 
everybody’s mind, the Government has 
announced it will be banning the sale of 
new petrol and diesel cars by 2040. 

The future, it seems, is in silent, shiny 
electric cars, not those noisy, old-fash¬ 
ioned gas guzzlers. Which is rather odd, 
because electric cars have been around 
since the 1850s, and Wolverhampton in¬ 
dustrialist Thomas Parker was one of the 
world’s leading producers of them in the 
second half of the 19th century. We’re 
hardly talking cutting edge technology. 

And the reason why they didn’t really 
catch on was because petrol and diesel 
power were much more efficient. Plus 
you don’t have to trail a lead down 14 
storeys if you live in a tower block. 

Perhaps we need to invest in our infra¬ 
structure a little, you know, metal slots 
down the middle of the road, and hand¬ 
held throttles to control the speed. May¬ 
be a plastic lap counter in the pit-stop 
to see how fast you’re going. Let’s hope 
they don’t decide we need to move over 
to electric ships and aeroplanes. The ex¬ 
tension cables will be massive.

SPARE a thought for poor Clare Bald¬ 
ing, having to get by on £200,000 a year 
for presenting commentaries on show- 
jumping and dressage. 

Clare is one of 40 female BBC staff 
who have written complaining about pay 
inequality following the revelation that 
some of the corporation’s male stars are 
being paid millions. 

While it is ridiculous to suggest that 
Michal Husain, who is still learning the 
ropes, should be paid the same as veter¬ 
an John Humphries, the malcontents do 
have a point. Is Gary Lineker really worth 
as much as 10 female sports presenters? 
Of course not. 

No doubt, the BBC will spend the next 
few years navel-gazing about how to 
address this inequality, but the solution 
is simple, even if it is not what I suspect 
Balding & Co have in mind. Pay them all 
less.

The BBC keeps telling us its role is to 
make unique programmes that the pri¬ 
vate sector would never provide. Fine, so 
get on with it. And leave the big-money, 
populist programmes to the private com¬ 
panies. 



It’s whether we can 
believe what we read 


USING something called a supercomputer, 
the Met Office tells us we must expect record 
winter rainfall “over the next few years.” By pure 
coincidence, this announcement came as I was 
consulting the BBC weather website which told 
me that, at that very moment, my postcode was 
dry and would remain so all morning. It was 
chucking it down. I have a lot of time for the 
Met Office. Looking ahead two or three days, it 
is much more accurate than it ever used to be. 
But there are times when it doesn’t even know 
what the weather is doing now. And guesstimat¬ 
ing what the weather will be doing years from 
now is like trying to nail seaweed to a pinecone. 

AFTER a couple of spinal twinges, I typed 
“bad back” into Google and found this: “You 
know you’re getting old when your back goes 
out more than you do.” 

THE nationwide obesity epidemic doesn’t af¬ 
fect only humans. A reader saw a couple set¬ 
ting off with their plump labrador for a walk in 
the Yorkshire Dales. The first stile through the 
dry-stone wall was one of those ancient ones, 
made with two upright stones and a narrow gap 
between. The labrador was too fat to squeeze 
through and too heavy to lift over. End of walk. 

THE successful European tour by Prince Wil¬ 
liam, Kate and the kids has inevitably raised the 
claim that trips like this would be much better if 
we had a Royal Yacht. Royalists get all misty- 
eyed at the memory of Her Majesty stepping 
ashore in foreign parts from the immaculately 
polished Britannia. Wouldn’t it be grand to build 
Britannia II? No it wouldn’t, for two reasons. 
The first is that even the biggest royal yacht 
would be dwarfed by some of the mega-ves¬ 
sels owned by the global elite of Middle East

princes, Russian oligarchs, dodgy businessmen 
and Mr Bigs of the drug industry. The second 
reason is that we actually have a magnificent 
Royal Yacht which, conveniently, already carries 
the Queen’s name. HMS Queen Elizabeth is our 
shiny new 65,000-ton aircraft carrier. For the 
next few years it will have no aircraft and no con¬ 
ceivable military purpose. Let us therefore paint 
it white, deck it with bunting, stuff the fridges 
full of Pimm’s, fly the Royal Standard and send 
it around the world to spread goodwill. And if it 
accidentally bumps into one or two megayachts 
and sinks them, so much the better. 

IN the debate on gender stereotyping, I re¬ 
ferred recently to that ancient institution, the 
battle of the sexes. A reader tells me his strate¬ 
gy is total capitulation at every opportunity. He 
regularly asks his wife: “What do you want do¬ 
ing wrong next?” 

CAN Theresa May and her wobbly, minority 
Government survive the entire length of a full 
Parliament, with its Cabinet members squab¬ 
bling like schoolchildren in the playground? 

The Cabinet is in an unprecedented state of 
disarray, with malcontent members aiming their 
poison darts at Chancellor Philip Hammond. 

JASPER Carrott, 72, is going under the knife 
for major heart surgery next month, followed by 
three months of recuperation and I feel sure we 
all wish this great national treasure well. I inter¬ 
viewed him 12 years ago when he was 60 and 


in great form as he unveiled his first Rock With 
Laughter event in Birmingham. I can see him 
now, leaning forward in his chair conspiratorial- 
ly, as though he was sharing some great medi¬ 
cal secret. “You know, Pete,” he smiled, “we’re 
going to be the first generation that never grows 
old.” Time has a great way of throwing that sort 
of prediction back in your face. Carrott and the 
rest of the babyboomers have had a great time 
on this planet but immortality has never been 
part of the deal. The closest today’s seventy- 
somethings may get to Carrott’s prediction is 
to become the first generation that never grows 
up. Which, it has to be said, is better than noth¬ 
ing. 

WHITEHALL’S plan to ban petrol and diesel 
vehicles from our roads by 2040, announced a 
couple of days ago, is presumably based on the 
hope that technology will deliver stronger and 
longer-ranged electric vehicles. At present, it 
takes a brave, or extremely rich, motorist to in¬ 
vest £40,000 in a car with a range of only 150 
miles and no towing capacity. Unless we get a 
new generation of electric engines, we can kiss 
goodbye to the joys of caravanning. And what 
becomes of the traveller community is anyone’s 
guess. One contributor to the Caravan Club 
website writes glumly: “Now you know why the 
travellers have kept their horses.” 

MEANWHILE, some mathematically-minded 
folk have been doing the sums on how much 
power recharging several cars at the same time 
will demand from the average household wiring 
system. One Daily telegraph reader predicts 
“Circuit breakers would pop or wiring would 
melt.”

The real-life heroes 
of Dunkirk evacuation 


IT was the greatest retreat 
in military history - an heroic 
operation by army service¬ 
men and ordinary fisherman. 

The dramatic story of how nearly 
340,000 men were evacuated in 10 
days from the beaches in France has 
now come to the silver screen. Dunkirk 
catalogues the moments that saved the 
war against the Nazis. 

The retreat, the largest ever military 
evacuation, gave the Allies a chance to 
regroup and eventually turn the tide of 
the Second World War. It gave birth to 
the Dunkirk spirit. The bravery of the 
thousands of troops involved has been 
remembered ever since. 

Among the 338,000 British and 
French soldiers rescued in navy ships 
and fishing vessels were some nota¬ 
ble Black Country figures, including 
James Beattie Jr, grandson of James 
Beattie, who founded the famous Wol¬ 
verhampton department store in 1877. 

He was commander of a company of 
the South Staffordshire Regiment at 
Dunkirk before serving in South East

Asia, when he attained the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel. He became Wol¬ 
verhampton mayor in 1951, and also 
served as a magistrate and chairman 
of the Lord Chancellor’s Advisory 
Committee on Justices of the Peace 
and on Commissioners of Income Tax. 

His son-in-law, Michael Redshaw, 
aged 73, said his failure to ask more 
about the Lt Col Beattie’s wartime ser¬ 
vice was one of his life regrets. Lt Col 
Beattie died aged 73 in 1988. 

Also among the same regiment evac¬ 
uated from the beach was Sergeant 
Major Harry Allen, born and raised in 
Wolverhampton. His son Dave Allen 
says Sgt Maj Allen was in an artillery 
unit alongside Lt Col Beattie, which 
was among the last to depart land for 
Britain. But the group was attacked by 
a German Stuka plane. 

Mr Allen, 72, a music producer who 
lives in Perton, said: “They were the 


rear guard, defending the evacuation 
until a Stuka came down low and at¬ 
tacked them. 

“My dad got shrapnel in his leg. I 
think James Beattie was also injured 
but my father helped him on to a ves¬ 
sel. Moments later it was bombed and 
they were all back in the water, where 
I think they got picked up again.” 

Like James Beattie, Sgt Maj Allen 
also went next to South East Asia, 
fighting the Japanese in Burma. 

After the war, he carried out train¬ 
ing for the army and in 1956 took part 
in an anniversary victory parade in 
Wolverhampton city centre. 

He died in 1973, aged 59, after suf¬ 
fering a stroke while living in Church 
Road, Bradmore, leaving behind his 
wife Nancy, who later died in her 80s. 
They had four children, David, Marga¬ 
ret, Dorothy and Richard. 

Ordered by Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, the Dunkirk evacuation, 
Operation Dynamo, took place over 10 
days from May 27 to June 3, 1940. It 
was expected to last 48 hours and res¬ 
cue only a few thousand troops.

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Revenge drive-by killers 
are all sentenced to life

THREE men are starting life 
behind bars for the brutal 
killing of Carl Campbell, shot 
dead at traffic lights in re¬ 
venge for an alleged robbery 
of a fake watch. 

Mohammed Humza, Vikesh 
Chauhan and Jaspal Rai were 
given minimum terms of up to 30 
years for the killing of Mr Camp¬ 
bell, from Wolverhampton, in the 
drive-by attack. 

Judge Mr Justice Haddon-Cave 
said the killing was a planned attack 
in revenge for the alleged robbery of a 
watch. And the judge said he was satis¬ 
fied they intended to kill Mr Campbell. 

Roles 

The three killers, who are from 
West Bromwich but of no fixed abode, 
remained expressionless as their sen¬ 
tences were handed down at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court. 

Police say one witness described 
them as ‘laughing, smiling and appear¬ 
ing quite happy with themselves’ after 
the killing. 

Gunman Humza, 20, had admitted 
murder part way through the trial, 
while accomplices Chauhan, 24, and 
Rai, 25, were found guilty of murder 
and possession of an offensive weapon. 
Chauhan and Rai will serve a min¬ 
imum term of 30 years and Humza 
28 and a half years, lower due to his 
guilty plea. 

The trial heard how the three men 
decided to attack Mr Campbell, 33, 
from Low Hill, in revenge for an al¬ 
leged robbery of a watch, which turned 
out to be fake. 

Humza had never met Mr Campbell 
before launching his deadly attack, the 
court heard. 


Chauhan pulled up in an Audi 4x4 
next to a Ford Fiesta stopped at traf¬ 
fic lights outside The Strollers pub in 
Dartmouth Street, West Bromwich, 
at 2.30pm on December 27 last year. 
Humza mercilessly fired five shots 
at it from the back seat, one striking 
front-seat passenger Mr Campbell in 
the face. 

Mr Justice Haddon-Cave said: 
“Each had their respective, vital roles. 
Mohammed Humza as the shooter, 
Vikesh Chauhan as the driver and 
Jaspal Rai as the lookout. 

“Five bullets were fired from a pow¬ 


erful handgun, a .44 magnum, and it 
was fired at close range, as little as 
10-12 feet away. 

“This shooting can only have in¬ 
tended to kill one or more people who 
were sitting in the Fiesta. 

“It was fortunate the driver was not 
killed.” 

In a statement read to the court, 
Mr Campbell’s partner and mother 
of their two-year-old child Chantelle 
Dudley said her ‘heart aches con¬ 
stantly’ following his death. 

His father Julian Campbell said his 
‘world has fallen apart’.

Body in boot murderer 
loses conviction appeal 


A MOTHER-of-six who mur¬ 
dered her lover and then 
dumped his body in a boot 
has had an appeal against 
her conviction dismissed. 

The body of Tanveer Iqbal, who 
ran Smethwick store Hi-Tech Mu¬ 
sic, was discovered in February 
last year in a cardboard box inside 
the boot of his Renault Clio, found 
abandoned in Edgbaston. 

He had been strangled, and in 
September his former lover 37-year- 
old Zatoon Bibi and her ex-husband 
44-year-old Gul Nawaz were found 
guilty of his murder, along with their 
16-year-old son Kashim Nawaz. 

Bibi claimed during her trial that 
she had nothing to do with the killing. 

Background 

She took her case to the Court of Ap¬ 
peal claiming there was extra evidence 
about her background and events in 
her life which might have helped her 
defence. But it took three top judges 
less than two minutes to reject her at¬ 
tempted appeal as “unarguable”. 

Sir Andrew Smith said Bibi, of 
Bridgebourne Road, Bartley Green, 
had put forward a defence at her trial 
which the jury “simply didn’t believe”. 

Her arguments were a case of her 
“seeking to reargue her case” before 
appeal judges, he said. 

He added there was no legal basis 
for challenging the jury’s guilty ver¬ 
dict as extra evidence would not sup¬ 
port the defence she ran at the trial. 

The judge, sitting with Lady Justice 
Rafferty and Mr Justice Langstaff, dis¬ 
missed Bibi’s appeal application. 

She faces a minimum of 27 years 
behind bars. Gul Nawaz is serving at 
least 25 years, n Kashim was detained 
for a minimum of six years.

3,000 over 90s still driving 


MORE than 3,000 people 
aged 90 or over still hold driv¬ 
ing licences in the West Mid¬ 
lands, new figures show. 

There are 2,750 men and 979 
women in their 90s who hold li¬ 
cences, a study by the Driver and 
Vehicle Licensing Agency found. 

It comes as national data showed 
248 people aged over 100 still hold 
valid licences, compared with 100,281 
over-90s. The West Midlands has 
the third highest number of over 90s 


with licences - behind Hampshire and 
Greater London. 

Once motorists reach 70 they have 
to renew their licence every three 
years and answer written questions 
about medical conditions and eyesight 
quality. 

As senior citizens are more likely to 
have a range of health problems and 
slower reaction times, there has been 
plenty of debate on the issue of the 
safety of older drivers. 

But a study from Swansea Univer¬ 
sity last year claimed more mature 
road users are no more dangerous 


than other drivers. Professor Charles 
Musselwhite, from the Centre for In¬ 
novative Ageing, who undertook the 
study, said while reaction times de¬ 
creased as people got older, this was 
compensated by older drivers taking 
more care on the road. 

“We’ve looked at those statistics in 
depth and we don’t think that as a co¬ 
hort older drivers are any more dan¬ 
gerous than other road users,” he said. 

Other DVLA figures reveal 54.1 per 
cent of the 39,975,351 licences issued 
were to males. The oldest provisional 
licence holder is a woman of 103.

Food boss says thanks a 
billion for Dragons' 'no'

DRAGONS’ Den contestants 
are known for over-estimat¬ 
ing the value of their busi¬ 
nesses - but one Great Barr 
entrepreneur who was re¬ 
jected by TV’s fearsome pan¬ 
el is serious when he says 
his company will one day be 
worth £1 billion. 

Marco Hajikypri says his 
healthy-eating business has gone 
from strength to strength since he 
failed to gain investment from the 
Dragons last year.

We wanted to use the Dragons to in¬ 
crease our sales through networking. 


“I’ve certainly proved them wrong. 
I am glad they turned me down now, 
as I have done very well without their 
help.I didn’t want their money any¬ 
way, I just wanted their contacts.”

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Revamped rugby club 
is target for vandals 



VANDALS have damaged 
restoration work carried out 
at a rugby club - leaving club 
members in shock. 

The incident took place at 
Wednesbury Rugby Club where 
a scoreboard was destroyed, dog 
fouling signs were ripped up and 
drainage pipes were damaged. 

West Midlands Police is appealing 
for information in connection with the 
incident, which took place between 
July 23 and the next morning. 

Steve Dale, who is a member of the 
club, said: “What happened was the 
club received some funding to bring 
the place up to scratch. 

“Lots of members did lots of work 
over the weekend, where they put in 
planters, flag poles, some slabbing for 
new benches. 

Ripped 

“The dog fouling signs were thrown 
all over the place, a pole holding our 
scoreboard was ripped up and they 
also ripped up some drain pipes.” 

Around 60 to 70 members took part 
in the restoration work. 

The club received £500 funding form 
NatWest, as part of an initiative set up 
in partnership with the Rugby Foot¬ 
ball Union, to carry out the work. 

Club vice chairman Martin Brother- 
ton said: “We are really upset. Wednes¬ 
bury Rugby Club is a community club. 
It is not just about rugby, it is used by 
other members of the club also. 

“For somebody to do what they 
have, after all the hard work we have 
carried out, is absolutely heartbreak¬ 
ing.” 

The rugby pitch is accessible to the 
public, meaning the club often have to 
clear the playing field of dog foul and 
other debris such as broken glass bot¬ 


tles. One rugby player nearly had to 
have his leg amputated after skidding 
in dog mess, said fellow Wednesbury 
North councillor Elaine Costigan. “It 
happened recently,” she said. 

She added: “I find it very said what 
has happened regarding the vandal¬ 
ism. I would urge anyone who has in¬ 
formation to report it to police.” 

Last year, a burnt out car was found 
on the playing field, said Mr Brother- 


ton. A West Midlands Police spokes¬ 
man said officers have looked into the 
incident, but are appealing for help 
with new information to identify the 
culprits. 

The spokesman said: “Offenders 
gained access to a sport field and dam¬ 
aged two advertising signs, a score- 
board post and 12 dog fouling signs.

M EETING Vicki Ball is all about 
the smiles - lots of them. She’s 
generous with her compliments, can’t 
wait for her next holiday adventure 
and has the most infectious of laughs. 

Her company is light and she’s gushing 
with the praise about her new look. 

A retired community midwife who was 
based at the former Wordsley Hospital, the 
bubbly 60-something-year-old is quick to 
affirm: “I love my new teeth and they look 
natural, don’t they?” 

Adding: “You can’t tell they’re not my own,” 
Vicki admits her smile has not always been 


her favourite attribute. “I’ve always had 
trouble with my teeth; even as a young girl 
they crumbled and my gums used to bleed. 
Even though I was diligent about looking 
after them, they still let me down,” she adds. 

Two years ago, Vicki finally lost her 
remaining teeth. “I really don’t know why my 
teeth were so bad, but I was the youngest of 
eight children and I understand my mother’s 
priorities did not include teaching me how 
to brush my teeth. She had more pressing 
priorities of how she was going to put food 
on the table,” Vicki recalls. 

A teenager by the time she had her first 
tooth brush, she is convinced she couldn’t

have done more to save her own teeth. 

“For the last 18 months I’ve put up with ill- 
fitting and badly made dentures. My gums 
were always sore and the bottom denture 
was unstable.

“My top teeth I could secure with a fixative, 
but for the bottom it was a waste of time - 
as soon as I had anything to eat the stability 
was over,” says Vicki. 

Her diet became restricted, avoiding beef 
and crispy fruits like apples.

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Museum wins battle to save 
town's former gas showroom 


THE BATTLE to save a former historic gas showroom in West 
Bromwich has been won by the Black Country Living Muse¬ 
um - despite council chiefs dismissing plans as ‘pie in the 
sky’ earlier this year. 

The building in West Bromwich High Street will now be relocated to 
the museum base as part of its £21 million expansion project. It was 
given the go-ahead to be demolished in May. 

But bosses at the Tipton Road site 
- who have campaigned to save the 
building since last year - say that they 
will now pay additional costs to make 
sure that it is taken down brick-by¬ 
brick. It contradicts claims made by 
council members in recent months 
that the museum did not have a ‘cred¬ 
ible proposal’ for the ‘pie in the sky’ 
relocation of the 1940s building, as no 
offer was ever presented to them by 
the museum. 

Councillor Paul Moore, cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “I am 
very pleased to get confirmation from 
the museum that they are prepared to

the building in order to relocate the 
sections they want to save.

to remove the parts of the building the 
museum require brick-by-brick rather 
than just the usual demolition process. 

“It is important that we remove 
the building as soon as possible and I 
was always anxious that the removal 
of the building by the museum would 
not bring additional costs for the local 
council taxpayers. The council looks 
forward to continuing to work with 
the museum on this project and their 
future plans.” 

The relocation of the building will 


is one of the key buildings we have 
identified to create at the Museum as 
part of BCLM: Forging Ahead since it 
gives us the opportunity to tell a range 
of real Black Country lives and stories 
of social and domestic life from the 
1940s-1960s. 

“The unsafe condition of the build¬ 
ing in its current location means that 
its heritage cannot be saved in situ but 
we are delighted to be able to extend 
its legacy at the Museum for many 
years to come.”

THE famous FA Cup win, heartbreaking 
near-misses and relegations and promo¬ 
tions to the Premier League - Les James 
witnessed it all. 

The Albion fanatic devoted his life to the 
Baggies, following the team through thick 
and thin from the 1940s. 

The club has paid tribute to Les who died 
aged 91, following a short illness. 

It was a few years after the Second World 
War, in 1948, that Les went to his first Al¬ 
bion game and from then on he was hooked. 

He was believed to have been the oldest 
supporter still regularly following the club 
home and away. 

It will be with a tinge of sadness that the 
new season kicks off in under two weeks’ 
time, with the familiar, friendly face of Les 
missing from The Hawthorns. 

He once told how he was taken ill but 
signed himself out of hospital so he could 
watch Albion play Liverpool. 

John Homer, from the official supporters 
club, said: “He was a lovely, lovely man and 
had lots of friends at the Albion, both fans 
and the football club.

of interest in 
Roman roads 


Legion 
map of 

THEY built 2,000 miles of famously 
straight roads across the UK - in¬ 
cluding highways through Stafford¬ 
shire and the West Midlands that 
are still used today. 

Now a London Underground-style map 
of Roman roads has been drawn up by a 
student studying statistics at the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago. 

The colourful network simplifies the road 
system of 43 - 410 AD Britain for modern his¬ 
tory fans. 

The map looks very different to a 21st cen¬ 
tury A-Z or road atlas, with no sign of how 
important Birmingham or the Black Coun¬ 
try conurbation of Wolverhampton, Dudley, 
Sandwell, and Walsall would become - and no 


trace of an M6, M54, A449, A454 or an A41. 

The only local towns shown on student Sasha 
Trubetskoy’s subway map are Penkridge, given 
its Latin name of Pennocrucium, and Wall, 
then called Letocetum, both important stop¬ 
ping-off places on the Romans’ long journeys 
around the country. 

Important 

Pennocrucium was around three miles south¬ 
west of the modern town of Penkridge. Wall 
was near the junction of Watling Street and 
Icknield Street, also shown on the map, now 
known as the A38. Both were important mil¬ 
itary staging posts for the Romans, providing 
accommodation, baths and a change of horses. 

One of their most important routes was Wat¬ 
ling Street, the Roman military road to North 
Wales, which ran from east to west, beneath 


the modern A5 trunk road, running through 
Brownhills and Cannock. The Via Devana was 
another road built for military use rather than 
to serve the local population, which was very 
sparse in these parts during Roman times. 

It ran from Colchester in the south-east 
through Wall and Penkridge to Chester, which 
lays claim to being the oldest Roman city in 
Britain. The road later fell into disuse. 

All the roads were designed to allow troops to 
move quickly, and also provided vital routes for 
business, trade and the transportation of goods. 

While the roads were very advanced for their 
time, transport itself was not so sophisticated, 
and a journey from London to York, which 
today would take four hours by car, would 
have taken five days to complete in a carriage. 
Roman roads were typically 16 to 23ft - f ive to 
seven metres - wide. 

Their preservation in the UK var¬ 
ies, with some still protruding from 
the land and easily visible while others 
are hidden under earth and have only 
been found thanks to light detection 
scanning. 

Within the map, the dots and circles 
show the cities, towns and settlements, 
while the different coloured lines de¬ 
note the roads, with a key explaining 
these on the right. 

It includes the Latin names for 
towns and cities across the UK, such 
as Londinium, London, Mamucium. 
Manchester, and Pons Aelius, Newcas- 
tle-Upon-Tyne. 

Mr Trubetosky, who spent days mak¬ 
ing the map, said: “I pretty much in¬ 
cluded every known Roman settlement 
in Britain, as well as some locations 
that were only a fort/camp, or tribal 
settlement under Roman control.

on a music mission 



T he churches of 
Wolverhampton, 
Staffordshire and Shropshire 
may be put to an unusual 
use in coming months as 
the region’s Ivor Novello 
Award-winning Scott Matthews 
embarks on a remarkable journey. 

The Wolverhampton-based singer/ 
songwriter is presently recording his sixth 
album, which is due for release in April, and 
hopes to record in a venue with stunning 
acoustics. 

And rather than head to studios in London, Bath, Wales 
or Scotland - he wants to stay close to home and find 
a unique and bespoke environment in which to record. 
The idea is to capture the magic that Scott’s concerts 
create, where fans from around the UK find themselves 
spellbound by the mystery of his evocative, spine-tingling 
songs. 

Scott became a huge success when he released 
the hit single Elusive, which was a BBC Radio favourite 
and earned him a tour with the Foo Fighters, a major 
recording deal with Island - home to U2, Bob Marley, 

Nick Drake and others - and won an Ivor Novello Award. 

Fie has since released five albums - including his 
two most recent, Flome Pt I and Flome Pt II - and is 
embarking on a new record, which has a working title of 
Chapters. 

Scott says: “I’m writing at home and have a number 
of songs. I want to get to 15 or so, and whittle that down 
to 10. The idea for recording in a church came about 
because they have such brilliant acoustics. Recording 
in a unique environment, rather than a traditional studio, 
also adds a little magic to the performance. There’s 
something that happens when I play a concert, a feeling, 
or an energy, that the audience and I both feel. The 
idea is that by recording in a church with sensational 
acoustics, I can recreate that feeling and commit it to the 
record.” 

The record will be released in spring 2018, with an 
accompanying tour. And Scott, one of the UK’s most 
revered and respected singer/songwriters, is finally 
recording a stripped-down album featuring only him and 
a guitar. 

GARDEN 

Fans are being given the chance to engage with the 
recording process by getting regular updates from the 
artist, through an organisation called Pledge Music. 

Pledge Music gives performers who 
choose not to have a record deal the 
opportunity to work directly with fans 
- where they pre-order signed copies 
of the work, which helps to pay the 
upfront costs of recording. 

Scott adds: “I founded my own 
record label - Shedio - which is based 
around the converted garden shed 
at the bottom of my garden. That’s 
the space where I usually record. The 
fan-funded model works really well 
because fans then get 
the chance to find out 
about the process 
while it is still 


on-going. 


They get regular updates, which might include messages 
from me, video updates - all sorts of things. 

“Then, when the record is complete, they are the first 
to receive a signed copy of the new album, which is 
delivered to their door. It’s pretty simple for people to 
get involved. They just need to go online and search for 
Pledge Music, then search for Scott Matthews and all of 
the details appear.” 

Scott says financing the project is not the most 
important part of Pledge. The thing that he enjoys best is 
having direct access to his fans. 

“You might wake up one morning and there’ll be 
a message from someone in Paraguay who has just 
discovered the back catalogue, which is great. Or, 
alternatively, you might get a fan from somewhere in the 
UK who is really passionate about the music and can 
speak articulately about particular songs. 

“That really fuels my fire. Flaving that direct link with 
the fans, where they can tell me what they think, is a 
massive boost. And that’s one of the things I’m looking 
forward to as I record my sixth album.” 

Scott remains in the spotlight and was recently 
asked by the BBC to unveil a commemorative Blue 
Plaque at the former home of iconic British folk singer 
Nick Drake, who lived at Tanworth-ln-Arden. 

Scott was happy to oblige and performed the 
ceremony alongside fellow singer/songwriter Simon 

Fowler, 
best 

known as 
frontman 
with 
Ocean 

Colour Scene. 
“It was an enormous 
honour,” he says. “There have 
been a few highlights in my career: 
winning an Ivor Novello, presenting 
John Martyn with a Lifetime 
Achievement Award in a room full of 
people like John Martyn and so on. 
But being asked to unveil the plaque

at Nick Drake’s home was remarkable. There were little 
rural paths that he would have walked along. It was easy 
to marvel at the things that would have gone on in his 
room, at the records that would have been delivered to 
his door and so on. It was a real privileged, a very special 
moment.” 

Scott, an avid Wolverhampton Wanderers fans, is 
looking forward to being back on the road in spring - 
though eagle-eyed fans might get the chance to see him 
play a few unannounced shows before then, when he 
trials new songs. 

“You can learn more from a three-minute soundcheck, 
or by playing a song at a gig, than you can by spending 
a year writing and refining a song. So I plan to road-test a 
few of the songs with a small number of gigs this autumn. 
The record will be finished by December, I’ll reflect for a 
little while and then it will be out in spring. I’m very excited 
to be finally recording a record that’s just me and a guitar. 
And, having released five albums already, I’m just thrilled 
to have the opportunity to record and release a sixth.”

Robin’s theory takes the 
inquiry in a new direction 


T hanks to her roles in Mad 
Men, the original series of 
Top of the Lake and The 
Handmaid’s Tale, Elisabeth Moss 
can claim to have starred in some 
of the most acclaimed TV shows of 
the past decade. But looking at her 
impressive CV, some viewers may 
wonder if after all that weighty 
drama, she ever fancies doing 
something a little bit lighter, like a 
wacky sitcom. 

It seems not - she apparently 
only signed up for Top of the Lake: 
China Girl on the understanding 
that it would be even darker than 
the first series. 

She explains that when writer and 
director Jane Campion asked her if 
she would be interested in reprising 
the role of detective Robin Griffin: “I 
said I would love to, but it would 
need to be more challenging than 
season one, otherwise there would 
be no point. I remember saying, ‘I 
just want her to be challenged,’ and 
thinking... how Robin could be 
challenged, what she might be 
going through.” 

And it seems Campion did not 


disappoint her. Moss says: 

“Without spoiling anything, the 
thing that we reveal in the flashback 
and some things that have 
happened over the last four years 
to Robin have put her in this really, 
really dark place. She’s not had an 
easy life, this girl. So she starts out 
in Season 2 in this much darker 
place, and really messed up, so 
when I was reading it for the first 
time I was like, yes, yes, yes, yes!” 

But it wasn’t just the prospect of 
playing someone deeply troubled 
and miserable that attracted Moss 
to the part - there was also the 
chance to work with Campion 
again. 

The actress says: “There’s 
nobody like Jane. I’ve had the 
privilege of working with some very 
talented and amazing people, both 
well known and not well known, 
and there’s something about the 
way that she speaks to you and the 
way that she guides you on set that 
isn’t like anyone else. 

“She has this very in-tune way of 
guiding you through a scene. She’ll 
say something that makes you go, 


‘Oh, I didn’t think about it that way,” 
or she’ll say ‘this is your 
playground sweetie. Just have 
fun.’” 

However, the characters don’t 
appear to be having much fun in 
this week’s episode as Robin’s 
investigation into the murder of 
‘China Girl’ takes a revealing new 
turn. 

Meanwhile, Julia and Pyke 
launch an investigation of their own 
into Puss, the man who plans to 
marry their teenage daughter. 
When their findings lead to a public 
confrontation, Puss storms out- 
and Mary follows him. 

Pyke and Julia are forced to turn 
to Robin, who begins to discover 
just how complex motherhood can 
be. Moss says: “This season is 
about being a mother and a 
parent, and it’s interesting, going 
from that very strong theme of 
season one to an even stronger 
theme in season two, with all of 
these plot lines being connected 
around this central idea. But done 
in a brilliantly subtle way, which is 
believable.”

IF you felt peckish in a casino a few years 
ago, you were faced with two choices, 
cheese toastie or a sandwich. 

If you were lucky it may have been accompanied by 
a limp wet salad garnish.

And when you did make awkward eye contact, you 
were charged £2.50 for the privilege of receiving two 
heavily buttered white slices of nothingness. 

Boy, how things have changed... casinos today 
are as much about food, shopping and entertainment 
as they are about the gambling... and Birmingham’s 
Broadway Casino is no different. 

THRIVING 

Nestled away in the popular Broadway Plaza, the 
casino has been a thriving venue for many years, often 
attracting some of the world’s biggest names in poker 
during its special festivals. 

For first timers, the set up may seem intimidating as 
you’re met outside by two doormen, before showing 
your ID in order to gain entry through the barrier. 

But once you’re in, the sheer size and elegance of 
the building blows you away. A huge private bar on the 
left, plush sofas to recline on and take a break from the 
action and of course plenty of casino tables, offering a 
host of different games. 

I am all too familiar with the layout having enjoyed 
plenty of nights of Texas Hold’em over the years, but I 
was very intrigued to try out the new Italian restaurant, 
ironically called The Restaurant’. 

This new reboot replaced a slightly strange Chinese/ 
Italian/Indian and Thai fusion restaurant called Mirage, 
that offered plenty of options without really having a true 


identity. That cannot be said of The Restaurant,’ whose 
mission statement promised ‘a taste of Italy renowned 
for its fresh ingredients and rustic meals’. 

The menu was a breath of fresh air, no more Caesar 
salad followed by tandoori chicken or Vietnamese 
noodles - this was crisp, elegant and most important of 
all, simple. 

The best Italian food is simple, the freshness of the 
ingredients are there to speak for themselves. 

Prices appeared very reasonable and nobody will not 
be disappointed with the selections on offer. 


I decided on the ‘Bruschetta Basilico,’ which to you 
and me is toasted bread, with garlic, chopped tomatoes 
and basil. The dish was served by an authentic Italian 
named Roberto, who I came to learn was the manager 
of the restaurant. 

Happily done I awaited my main dish of the evening, 
the sea bass. Yes, I could have gone a little more 
indulgent, but I wanted to see exactly how they executed 
a delicate piece of fish on a busy Friday night. 

When it arrived, I was not disappointed. Visually 
stunning, their presentation was spot on and I was 


delighted they showcased the whole fish rather than two 
boneless fillets that often look pretty sad on the plate. 

Roberto (full name Roberto Santolamazza) hails 
from Rome. No fake Italian accent here, he was the real 
deal and his warmth and passion for the food made the 
experience all the better. 

I was too full to have a dessert, but the plates flying 
out on the other tables looked sublime. 

I will certainly be returning and the best thing about 
leaving is that you can win your meal on the way out!

Italian style that appeals 


to the heart and head 



The 500X rivals many family-sized hatchbacks, with room for five adults

Even Fiat must have been surprised by the success 
of its retro-styled 500 nearly a decade ago. 

Cute, stylish and economical, the city car was a 
faithful but modern interpretation of the cheap and 
cheerful little model which was a mainstay of the 
Italian motor industry in the 50s, 60s and 70s, much as 
the Mini was here. 

It was, however, significantly bigger: but perhaps not 
big enough to satisfy all would-be buyers, especially 
those with growing families. And so a larger, compact 
MPV (the 500L) was born and more recently its 
crossover, or compact SUV sibling the 500X. 

Both are instantly recognisable members of the 
family, with the 500 ‘face’ but the X is arguably the 
prettier, more stylish version, and was targetted at the 
fastest growing sector of the new car market. 

Buyers seem to love SUVs: there are lots of reasons 
from the high ‘command’ driving position, ease of 
access and image (even though the majority sold don’t 
have a traditional SUV’s all wheel drive system). 

The 500X rivals many family-sized hatchbacks, with 
room for five adults, with plenty of headroom, and a 
decent 351 litres of boot space with easily foldable rear 
seats for a much larger, flat cargo area when the need 
arises. 

But is also has lots of style: it isn’t only the car’s face 
which reminds you of its little city car sibling. It’s interior 
is perhaps rather more mature (as befits that ‘growing

family’ buyer, but with features such as retro-look door 
handles, a body-coloured decor strip (bright alloy 
on top models) and a neatly intergrated infotainment 
screen with a wide range of functions. 

The test car came in ‘Lounge’ trim, a front wheel drive 
version powered by a second generation multijet 1.6 
litre turbo diesel which, at £20,935, is just about halfway 
up the 500X range. 

The flagship model is the ‘Cross’ spec with all wheel 
drive, automatic transmission and a 2.0 litre diesel 
engine at a touch under £26,000. 

The 1.6 turbo diesel, combined with a six-speed 
manual gearbox, isn’t available with all wheel drive 
but it’s still likely to be one of the most popular engine 
choices for both business and private buyers. The 
reason is it’s blend of performance (0 to 62mph in 10.5 
seconds)), economy (60mpg) and low C02 emissions 
(109g’km) which translates into low road tax and 
benefit in kind costs. 

It has plenty of torque from low revs for brisk, smooth 
progress and is quite, too - there’s no audible clue to 
the fact it’s an oil-burner under the bonnet. 

You can adjust the driving mode with a rotary switch 
between the seats (standard, sport and winter), which 
acts on steering and throttle response. Sport mode 
does make the car feel instantly more lively, more of 
a ‘driver’s car’ but it’s perfectly adequate in standard 
mode for most purposes. 

Winter mode speaks for it out, softening up 
responses for tackling slippery conditions and naturally 
on a modern car you have a full range of ekectronic 
wizardry including traction and stability systems.. 

While the 500X is taller than most hatchback rivals, the 
suspension is a good combination - supple enough to 
soak up the bumps yet firm enough to ensure accurate 
turn-in through the twisty bits without any appreciable 
body roll. It’s a comfortable, grown up experience. 

Many buyers will be happy with the front wheel drive 
version, as with many of the 500X’s compact SUV rivals. 
The Fiat’s automatic system is a competent affair, and 
comes on models with the range’s two most powerful 
engines, the 140bhp petrol and the 170bhp (two litre) 
diesel. 

For many, there’s no substitute for that Italian styling: 
it’s pretty and practical, a car which appeals to both the 
heart and the head.

When the SX4 S Cross was being created, the design 
team presumably took a dozen or more families to 
one side, plied them with bottles of continental lager 
and said this: “Draw up a wishlist. Tell us everything 
you’d like to find in a decent, spacious family car.” 

And the guys with the continental lager went away and 
came up with a really, really, really long list. 

It would have said things like: cruise control, the option 
to flit between automatic and manual, paddle controls 
on the steering wheel if you want to change gear so 
you haven’t got to bother with a clutch - God, clutches 
are so 1972 - a radar warning system that slows things 
down if you approach the traffic ahead too quickly, 
heated seats with options for super warm and merely 
snugly. There’d be an integrated, digital entertainment 
console with DAB, USB, SatNav, Bluetooth and touch 
screen controls as well as smart buttons on the steering 
column. 

And then, while they were getting in another round of 
continental lager and ordering burgers in brioche buns 
with extra pickle, they’d ask for three different drive 
modes - a regular, around-town-or-on-the-motorway 
mode, a sports mode for when you need to put your 
foot down and make the engine roar and then a snow/

mud 4x4 mode for off-road fun days. There’d be basic 
comforts, plenty of storage in a split-level boot, the 
ability for the driver to disable rear window controls 
in case the kids are getting restless and lowering 
the windows on the motorway and then there’d be 
a humungous sun roof that covered both driver and 
passenger in the front and the kids in the back. Oh, 
and before they polish off the last of their beers, they’d 
ask for shiny black alloy wheels, rear privacy glass, 

LED lights, knee bags as well as airbags, just in case 
anything ever went wrong. 

The guys in the bar would smile a satisfied smile, hand 
in their lists and present them to Suzuki Design Co. 

At that point, most self-respecting car manufacturers 
would look at the list, mutter something like ‘are you 
joking, that’ll cost a fortune’ before ignoring the focus 
group’s wish list and coming up with suggestions that 
are far more utilitarian and, frankly, not as damned 
expensive.

Suzuki’s new 
BoosterJet technology packs plenty of torque into its 
ramped up 1.4 litre petrol engine while also providing 
better fuel economy than the 1.6 litre engine. Which is 
pretty clever, really. 

It’s sturdy and robust, a genuine Scrum Half of a 
car that’s not going to get buffeted about on windy 
motorways and remains rigid and upright while off- 
roading. 

Sporty and dynamic, the SX4 S Cross combines 
stylish, city-orientated designs with genuine off-road 
capability.

Pushing the boundaries 
to get city into cricket

IT may be a well-worn cliche but in this 
case it’s certainly apt - James Hammond 
wants to put Wolverhampton cricket on 
the map. 

The sport may trail behind football, speed¬ 
way and boxing for the city’s affections. 

But Hammond, captain of Wolverhampton Cricket 
Club, believes the interest is there - and he’s keen for 
his club to exploit it. 

A £60,000 makeover of the club’s Danescourt Road 
ground in Tettenhall will certainly help. The pictur¬ 
esque ground boasts new nets and covers, of county 
cricket standard, for the players, while fans can watch 
the action from a charming decking area. 

You might even find yourself sitting next to for¬ 
mer England captain Ted Dexter who, aged 82, has 
recently moved to Wolverhampton from his home in 
France to be nearer to his family and has become a 
club member. 

Excellent 

Next up, Hammond hopes, will be positive results 
on the pitch. 

A run to the quarter-finals of the 
National Knockout has helped cre¬ 
ate a buzz around Danescourt as 
the current side bid to emulate the 
legendary Wolverhampton sides of 
1973 and 1999 who lifted club crick¬ 
et’s most prestigious trophy on nev- 
er-to-be-forgotten days at Lord’s. 

Wolverhampton beat The Mote 
from Kent in their first appearance 
at the home of cricket and then overcame Middlesex 
outfit Teddington in 1999. 

A home tie with Ockbrook & Borrowash now awaits 
on August 6 and Hammond, who bagged five wickets 
in the last 16 victory over Bootle, is hoping it will cap¬ 
ture the attention of the city’s cricket fans. 

“We just need to get more people to come and watch

us now,” he said. “Results will help, people want to 
see a winning side. 

“The new facilities are excellent. With the covers, 
we’d have eight or nine games called off per season 
before, but now it’s 
three or four. 

“There’s so much 
space here and we’ve 
got the capacity for 
another 100, 200, 300 
people. 

“We’ve got to create 
that buzz, especially 
on social media and 
things like that which 
we’re trying to push and promote more.” 

While 62-times-capped legend Dexter is a very 
welcome addition to the Wolverhampton ranks, it’s 
future legends that the club wants to produce more 
than anything. 

That said, they’ve helped nurture their fair share 
of county players in recent years, as 25-year-old 


Hammond is keen to point out. “We’ve got Ted here 
through connections, which is great,” he added. 
“Dave Lycett and Chris Bowyer have done a great job 
fundraising and promoting the club on the social side 
of things, holding a lot of things in the winter as you 
need to create that revenue for 12 months. 

“To have Ted here is lovely. Wine and cheese nights 
- not many clubs will be doing that! It can only help 
boost our exposure. 

“We’ve also got, hopefully, a few future legends. 
We’ve had a lot of pros who’ve come through the 
ranks -1 can’t name other clubs who’ve produced the 
number of first class cricketers that we have.” 

In the last 15 or 20 years the likes of current 
Worcestershire player Tom Fell and Vikram Solanki, 
who also played for the county and represented Eng¬ 
land, have played through the age groups to adult 
cricket at Wolverhampton. 

Toughest 

Aneesh Kapil and Chris Russell, two more former 
Worcestershire players, have also played for the club. 

Hammond added: “And Birmingham League 
Cricket is a great place to play your cricket. It’s one 
of the toughest leagues in the country. 

“Plus there’s been a raft of overseas players that 
have come and gone and a few more young stars be¬ 
fore my time.” 

In the most urban of cities, situated in the football 
hotbed that is the Black Country, it can be hard for 
local cricket to get the exposure it deserves. 

Hammond believes more competitions between 
local clubs could help attract interest - and maybe see 
Wolverhampton Cricket Club competing with Wolves, 
or Wolverhampton Speedway, for the city spotlight. 

“It’s not just us, there are so many good small clubs 
in the area,” he said. 

“We should brings those games back because we 
don’t play half the sides anymore. 

“We might play Himley occasionally but we don’t 
play Fordhouses, Penn, Wightwick & Finchfield or 
Codsall as much as we should. There’s the Black 
Country T20 week but a cup organised with more 
local teams would be good. 

“You associate Wolverhampton with football, 
speedway and maybe boxing, but the interest in 
cricket is up there.”

20th. The Southern 100 Club is run in a very 
friendly and professional way and I’d recom¬ 
mend it to anyone interested in road racing.” 

Lloyd said there were a huge number of people 
to thank for ensuring his first taste of serious 
road racing action ran smoothly, and added he 
hoped to be back competing on the island next 
year.
